unconscious in a car or in a bus in the cinematic schematism of Kantianism 
with Deleuze. 


Ill. Events, Singular Possible Constructions and Objective Certainty 


And so the transindividual and collective life of a Kantian World-Civil 
Society and Republic is planned as shifting ensembles of groups and 
series, which is also a antinomy - at Depaul's or at home, which then 
shuffles across to the next antinomy - a collective or individual event, and 
like that a nomadology organises itself as lines of flight.
